The question of Statehood ii now om

that ia attracting considerable attention in

Arizona and all proportion bearing on

this subject are of vital interest to the
people Statehood what doe thia mean
and what remit willfollo w its achievement

When men arc culled upon to make

radical changes particularly in forms of

government they always make haste
slowly The citizens of Arizona many of

whom have lived under a Territorial form

of government for fifteen years are desir

ous of knowing whst advantage thoy will
obtain under a State government and

what good results will follow Statehood
To begin with an independent govern-

ment

¬

where the people govern was the
dream and hope of the founders of this
Republic and upwards of one hundred
year of national prosperity has fully de ¬

monstrated their wisdom in this particu-

lar
¬

Self government representation in
everything pertaining thereto is dear to
every Amcrirau heart and to thin end we

shall endeavor to secure the endorsement
of the people of Arizona for our Constitu ¬

tion
Our aim and desire is t place before

intelligent citizeui of Ariotii the many
advantages we believe will accrue from
our admission into the Union First
from a stand point of economy second
from a desire we all feel for a bolter sys ¬

tem of government and a reduction of
taxation third for the better develop ¬

ment of our vast resources the upbuilding
of Arizona and inducements to settlors to
make homes within our borders That
all thii can bo better uccomplished under
Stato than Territorial government is what
we shall endeavor to show at the outset

No one will deny that the only possible
argument that can be brought against
changing from Territorial to State jjovern
ment is the increased expenditure attend ¬

ing the change because any intelligent
ciiizen pre fern independence to dependen-
cy

Hence the only impediment in the
pathway of Statehood is expense Re ¬

move tbia bugaboo and the desire is

unanimon
Now let us look carefully over the sit¬

uation To begin with tho presumption
is strung in the minds of the average
man that the government supports a Ter ¬

ritorythat all bills ure paid by tho gov-

ernment

and when Statehood is men-

tioned
¬

this proposition confronts the sup ¬

porter of the measure yet the high rates of
taxation existing in Territories the rapidly
increasing burdens and responsibilities of
taxpayers the questionable crcditen joyed
by thern the dilliculty experienced in
funding i Territorial debt or disposing of
their obligations in the financial centers
of the nation all tend to show thst this
system of government is faulty

A careful compilation of the monies
pid in support of our Territory by the
general Government gives tho following
result Amount paid the Governor an snl

ary 2000 per annum Secretary of the
Territory 1800 four Judge 12000
Private Secretary of the Governor 000
for contingent expenses of the Chief Ex ¬

ecutive 500 this makes 817500 Now
add to this 813125 which is allowed
annually for rents printing defraying
the expenses of the Legislature as salaries
of members clerks etc and it foots up
a aurn total paid by the general Govern ¬

ment in support of our Territory of
30625 per annum
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SUPPLEMENT

This is the price paid forourservitude
this is the munificent sum that stands in
the highway of Arizonas development
this is what is given us in return for the
questionable privilege of governing us
by proxy Are the people of Arizona
willing to longer submit to this method
of government for such a paltry aum
Putting this at its worst it only means
that to meet this deficiency of 30000
only a tax of one mill would be required
or one dollar to every 1000 on taxable
property thin we say is putting it at
it worst but we claim and shall prove
that it will not require any additional
tax and on tho contrary a reduction of
taxation will follow the admission of
Arizona as a State This is true of Mon ¬

tana the two Dakota and Wyoming
and why will it not also follow in Arizona

The reports of the governors of the
States abovo mentioned show phenomenal
growth in every branch of industry du
ring the first year of Statehood A brief
reference to the first annual report of

Governor Joseph K Toole of the State
of Montana discloses this pleasing con-

wool clip in one year of Statehood of
nearly 3000000 pounds One year aao
the number of bushels of coal mined in
Montana was 907500 the past year of
home rule it reached the enormous yield
of 17012000 bushels or 629200 tons
an increase in ono year under Stato laws
of upwards of 16000000 bushels Ono
year apo tlw number of miles of railroad
in tho Bute was 2043 now it is 2305
miles or an increase of 321 miles to the
credit of ono year of Statehood One
year ago tho revenue collected from all
nourcea in tho Territory was 814931070
this year after one year of Statehood
the amount collected was 30042923
making an increase in favor of twelve
months of Statehood of 159000
Quartz mills increased some thirty in
number tho first year whilo every avenue
of industry responded to tho welcome
change of self government

read the wonderful increate in commercial
importance wealth and national great
iiesa of the new State of Montana
gained by one year of Statehood as told
by her able Governor J K Toole and
then lift up his voice sgainst Arizonas

admission to the Union maintains her
position as a sovereign Stato at a ratio of
taxation more than one third leas than is

required to cany on a Territorial gov ¬

ernment in Arizona
The average rate of taxation of tho

eleven counties in Arizona as shown by
Governor Murphys last report to the In-

terior

Department is 328 while Ne ¬

vada with her fourteen counties and
one third less population and assessable

property maintains her State govern ¬

ment with an average of Two Dollar
and Five and One JIalf Cent
as is shown by the State Treasurer last
report Despite the prophesies of the
men who jeer at Nevadas pretentions to
Statehood her financial condition is to ¬

day much superior to that of Arizona
this too in the faco of tho fact that
Arizona has twentyfold tho resources
and capabilities of Nevada

In comparing and examining the con-

ditions

of this Territory and the State
mentioned it becomes painfully apparent
that there ia something radically wrong
in a stem of government that collects
three dollars and twenty eight centa from
each one hundred dollars of the 30- -

000000 assessment roll to maintain a

Territorial government when Nevada
can defray the entire running expenses
of a State government on a tax levy of
two dolUra and five and one half centa
on a 23000000 assessment roll

Here we find despised little Nevada

with a cash balance in her School Fund

in her State Treasury while Arizona
collects annually from her eleven Coun ¬

ties as follows

Making a total collection of 908073
84 Add to this an annual deficit of

120000 making an annual expenditure
81C3 i07384 which the tax payers of
Arizona arc called upon each and every
year to pay for the questionable privilege
of living under a Territorial form of gov ¬

ernment while Nevada maintains her
State and county governments for 472

050 per annum In other words Arizo ¬

na pays 103407384 annually to aup
port her Territory leaving a balance in
favor of Nevadas State government of

50142384 per annum Thua Arizona
for tho privilege of being a Territory and
receiving the beggarly Hum of 30025
which the Government expends annually
with ua ixtraots from tho pockets of her
tax payers the enormous sum of Htllf
42S841

Tho only reasonable conclusion from
thia ii that it costs less to maintain a
State government than a Territorial
this in our opinion comes from the fact

that tho theory of Territorial forms of
government aro wrong and the machin ¬

ery of State is necessary to an economi ¬

cal administration of affairs
When tho mantle of authority falls

upon a people and they are required to
be self sustaining that spirit of careless ¬

ness so apparent in all Territorial gov ¬

ernment at once disappears and care and
diligence are exercised instead Is this
not fully exemplified in the progress
growth and development of Montana
Wyoming and the two Dakotaa As soon
as these political divisions were permitted
to don tho garb of Statehood and disen ¬

gage themselves from the parent govern-

ment

¬

their assessment rolls began to

swell with a rapidity unknown to ttici

records of Territorial serfdom
Twenty eight years ago Arizona was

fashioned into a Territory now let us
see what has been accomplished during
this long period of years under Territorial
rule that would load thinking people to
wish to continue it First nearly one
thousand million dollars has been dona¬

ted by Congress to the various States for
the purpura of improving their condition

but not one dollar all those yearn
ban been given to Arizona This
munificent sum has been scattered broad ¬

cast throughout the States of tho Union
and the Territories that wore struggling
for an existence on the borders of civ-

ilization

¬

wero ignored and neglected
Does it need further argument to demon-

strate
¬

the fact that govormental favor
are distributed in the nature of reci ¬

procity Maine will vote for Rhode
Island and Rhode Island will vote for
Maine and so on as long as funds wre

available but a Territory without any
reciprocal powers without any voic or
vote in Congress can wait with out¬

stretched hands till tho end of time
without recognition Now docs it not
behoove our citizens to bestir themselves
and attain a position where recognition
it to lie obtained This can only be se-

cured

¬

by our pd mission to the Union
where our Congressman and Senators can
and will secure their pruportionment of

the wealth that flows constantly into tho
coffers of the Nation Again Arizona
will send two silver Senators to represent
us and help us to secure proper silver
laws thus enabling the mining industry
to develop and prosper as it never will or
can under n Territorial government

As before mentioned in this article
the expense of maintaining a government
seems to be the paramount ifsuo if
State government can be had with a
slight additional expense the peoplo do
sire it but if it will as some interested
parties declare bring bankruptcy and
disaster in its train then we do not want
it Arizona hae been a Territory up ¬

wards of twenty seven years and has
given tho system of Territorial govern ¬

ment a thorough test and what has been
tho result of this trial of over a quarter
of a century Thia is what we rind
Notwithstanding the enormous taxes
levied and collected iu Arizona during
this long period of years to day wo are
confronted with a debt of 332908049
and nothing but a few delapidated Court
Houses and the Insane Asylum to show
for this enormous debt Can any form
of government be worse Is it not u
fact that any known system of civilized
government would be an improvement
upon this wasteful and destructive moth
od A system of government that hat
expended all the vast revenue collected
in Arizona the past twenty seven years
at the high ratio of taxation existing
und piled up a deficit of 126000 per
annum is not worthy of the further sup-

port
¬

or confidence of the taxpayers of
Arizona

We ask the thinking people of Arizona
to study well tho situation before they

themselves to stand in tho sun
ficrmitof our progress and seek to defeat
the adoption of the Constitution Study
well the cause and effect That the in-

strument
¬

is perfect no one claims it
would be folly to so assert It was pre ¬

pared with caro and an effort to protect
the interests of every citizen within our
borders and deal honorably by overy
industry Its shortcomings if any exist
will be speedily remedied when ascer-
tained

The welfare of our people and
the hopes of Arizona depend upon the
good judgment exercised by our voters
in dealing with this question

Statehood we firmly believe ia tho
golden link iu the long chain of Arizonas
progress that will couple her to the car
of success So let us profit by tho ex-

ample

of the forty four States of tho
American Union and aid to tho best of
our ability to place our queenly Arizona
aide by side with this phalanx of wealth
and power as one of the sovereign States
of the Republic
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
